TNT Smashes House Bought by Negro 


On Ashby St.; Nearby Resident Is Cut 


A dynamite blast late last 
night shattered a_ two-story 
house recently purchased by a 
Negro at 369 Ashby St., S. W. 
The house4was unoccupied at 
the time. 

The house was in the general 
area where white residents re- 
cently protested encroachment 
by Negroes. 

Police Sgt. J. P. Eaves and 
Ptl. R. M. Skinner, who report- 
ed the blast, said the force of 
the explostion ripped plaster 
from the walls and ceiling and 
demolished floors. They said 
window frames were ripped out, 
doors blown from their hinges 
and wall partitions knocked 
down. 

The explosion was heard .as 
far as a mile away. 

A plank was hurled from the 
building 50 feet through a win- 
dow into the apartment of Mr. 
and Mrs. George Simons, at 361

Ashby St., S. W. Bits of flying 
glass covered the bed on which 
the couple was sleeping. Jagged 
glass cut Simons’ right foot. 

“We were asleep. We just 
moved in today,” Simons said. 

“There was a. deafening blast 
and the whole house shook. 
Pieces of glass from a window 
near our bed showered down 
on us.” 

Eaves and Skinner said they 
had been able to locate no wit- 
nesses to the explosion. 

H. J. Yekle, of 74 Cleveland 
Ave., East Point, said he was 
driving along the street when he 
heard the explosion. 

“I stopped as quick as I 
could,” Yekle said. “Then I saw 
black smoke "billowing out of 
the house.” 

Police had maintained a watch 
on the section at Ashby Street 
and Sells Ave., where white 
and Negro sections meet, for 


several days on reports tinat 
“trouble” was anticipated... A 
patrol car had been assigned to 
maintain a close watch on the 
area. : 

The house was purchased by 
Rosa Torrance, Negro, police 


‘said. 


They said she told them she 
was Raving it remodeled before 
moving in. She is now residing 
at 865 Mitchell St., S. W. 

Apparently no one was in the 
house when the explosion oc- 
cured, Eaves and Skinner added. 

Evidently the dynamite con- 
sisted of several sticks tied to- 
gether and set off with a long 
fuse, police said. They added the 
explosive probably was hurled 
through a window near the side

sible to determine exactly how 
the dynamite was placed inside, 
since all windows were blown 
out, police said.

Even if Fulton Count turned 
ever all of its convicts to the State 
and let out its public works on 
competitive bids to private con- 
tractors, it would be still be neces- 
sary for the County to have a Pub- 
lic Works Department. according 
to County Manager A. E. Fuller. 

“It is my opinion,” said Fuller 
yesterday, “that the Grand Jury 
intended to recommend abolition of 
oniy that part of the Public Works 
Department directly concerned 
with the convict program, since 
one of the primary purposes of 
County government is the con- 
struction and maintenance of 
County roads and bridges as indi- 
cated by the name ‘Board of Com- 
missioners of Roads and Reve 
nues,’ and the County is held strict- 
ly liable for the condition of 
bridges serving County roads. 

“It is therefore necessary, re- 
gardless of convicts, that the essen- 
tials of a Public Works Depart- 
ment be maintained through which 
a road and bridge program can be 
developed whether the work is ac: 
tually done by paid labor, by con- 
tract, or by convicts.” 

Fuller said that the Grand 
dury’s recommendations should be 
given careful analysis to determine 
what is actually being done under 
the convict system, what is being 
added to the community’s assets 
and whether the taxpayers can af- 
ford .o pay the cost of the present 
eonvict system. 

Fuller pointed out that care of 
convicts is the responsibility of the 
State and that the County could 
turn all of its 889 prisoners to Tatt 


nall Prison, or other counties de 
siring them. He said that keeping 
or not keeping was a matter of 
policy to be determined by the 
County Commission. 

HOne of the principal values to 
the County,” said Fuller, “in main- 


taining convicts is the ability to 
use them on community projects 
other than existing roads such as 
the construction of new streets and, 
roads to encourage industrial de 
velopment, construction of ball 
fields and recreation areas, play- 
grounds, access drives and roads to 
schools 2nd improving streets and 
parks. 


“Another important factor is| 


whether the temptation to shift 
the funds for other purposes or re- 
duce the amounts needed for road 
construction would not cause the 
road program to suffer even 
through actual costs may be less 
if under actual contract rather 
than with convicts.

took another 12 months to get one 
built. 

Students in the Physice Depart- 
ment at Auburn, where Pepinsky 
holds a research professorship, did 
the construction. They even made

Here’s how it works: X-ray 
studies tell scientists the kind and 
number of atoms in a chemical 
substance and how densely they 


gained from previous research, 
they translate this information 
into a complicated mathematical 
equation. That’s hard enough, 
even if the data is complete, and 
generally it isn’t. That calls for 
shrewd guesswork, as they try 
what looks most logical, using 
what they know about similar 
compounds. 


They load the hundreds of sym- 
bols, maybe as many as 3,500, into 
Pepinsky’s computer — about 30 
minutes work.

WASHINGTON—In the devel- 
opment of guided missiles, as well 
as in all phases of air power, the 
United States Air Force must help 
maintain our nation’s technical 
superiority essential to survival in 
this air age. * 

While we cannot predict the 
exact role which guided missiles 
may play in any future war, we 
must do all we can to make certain 
that such a conflict will not find 
the United States lagging behind 
in the guided missiles field. 


The Air Force’s research and 
development program in guided 
missiles aims to develop weapons 
to aid the primary Air Force 
mission. 

This primary mission calls for 
the maintenance of air power to 
defend us from aerial attack; to 
provide tactical support for our 
ground forces: and to wage stra- 
tegic air warfare to destroy the 
enemy’s capacity to wage war and 
his will to fight. 

The possibilities of guided mis- 
siles became clear toward the end 
of World War II when the Ger- 
mans used, with considerable 
effect, the V-1 and V-2 surfaceto- 
surface missiles. We ourselves 
used radio-controlled bombs with 
effect. 

Experts now estimate that with- 
in 10 years guided missiles may 
replace our present airborne guns 
and bombs.

Atty. Gen. Eugene Cook delved 
into Georgia’s conflicting and per- 
plexing new voters’ registration 
and tax referendum laws yester- 

_day and came up with an unofhi 
cial opinion as to what persons 
will be eligible to vote April 5 on 
the question of new taxes for ex- 
Panded State services. 


Cook believes: 


“1. All persons who were quaili- 
fied to vote under the old law up 
until Feb. 25, 1949, are eligi- 
ble to vote at the April 5th elec- 
tion. This does not preclude purg- 
ing of the old list. 


“2. Those persons who are on 
the supplemental list as provided 
in Section 31 of House Bill No. 2, 
(the voters’ registration law), are 
eligible to vote in the April 5th 


election. 


“3. Those persons who file, 
under the provisions of the old 
law, their applications for contin- 
uance of registration prior to 
April 1, 1949, are eligible to vote 
in the April 5th election. 


“4, No person may register sub- 
sequent to Feb. 25, 1949 under the 
provisions of the old law.” 


The Attorney General pointed 
to a conflict between House Bill 
No. 2, (the voters’ registration 
law), and House Resolution No. 
40-208B, (the tax referendum 
measure), as to the eligibility of 
voters on the tax question. In 
such a conflict, he said, the vot- 
ers’ registration law should be 
the controlling factor. 

The tax referendum law says 
that only voters qualified “as of 
Feb. 1, 1949”, shall be eligible to 
participate in the referendum. 

The tax vote will be a special 
election, however, and the voters 
registration law says the old 1948 
general election registration list, 
plus a supplemental list, may h> 
used in any special election held 
before the new list of re-register- 
ed voters is prepared. | 

“As to the persons who are 
qualified under the 1948 general 
election list,” Cook said, “it is 
my opinion that all persons who 
qualified under such list up to 
February 25th will be eligible to 
vote in the April 5th election. 

“The old law concerning regis- 
tration was in effect up until Feb. 
25, which was the date of the ap- 
proval of House Bill No. 2 by the 
Governor of Georgia,” Cook point- 
ed out. “Therefore, we reach the 
conclusion that persons who quali- 
fied to vote for members of the 
General Assembly up until Feb. 
25, 1949, and all those persons 
who are able to register and get

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What Interested the People? 


Lee Rogers, the Managing Editor, came 
up with a long AP, UP and INS file on 
the story which startled an entire world— 
the removal of two high Soviet officials 
from top positions as the Soviets prepared 
‘to move the world closer to war or peace. 


He was grinning wryly. 

All over the world teletypes were clat- 
tering out news and interpretations. In 
every capital of the world top government 
officials were meeting in anxiety -and 
fear. 

In every nation the chiefs of staff 
‘called meetings and checked over their 
plans and the whereabouts of their offi- 
cers, ships and planes. 
_ In Europe the people shivered—did it 
mean another war was in its first stages? 

“You know what is happening down in 
the city room?” heasked. “Our telephones, 
dozens of them, are ringing like mad and 
keep ringing as fast as we hang up from 


talking to previous ringers. And,” he said, 


“of all the hundred or more calls already 
only one, has asked about Molotov. You 
know what they are calling about?” 
_“No,” said the editorial writers. 
“They are calling to protest that the 
lottery money-raising racket ‘Pyramid 
club’ are not illegal. Most of the calls 
are from ladies and they say that county 
police are members and it can’t be illegal. 


Why Not a Court Test? 


We hope a test will be made of the law 
passed by the recent General Assembly 
establishing minimum prices for ciga- 
rettes.

There 
are thousands of Atlantans and Georgians 
to whom the move by the Soviets is im- 
portant and of interest and concern, as 
it is to all other Americans. 

The lottery jackpotters ring a few bells. 

Only the thoughtless would conclude 
from their clamor that people aren’t in- 
terested in the news. 

It reminds us of the old traveling man’s 
story. There was one “fast” girl in a town 
who went out with every shoe drummer 
who came there. Within a year the town 
had a reputation among shoe drummers 
as having more “fast” women in it than 
any town in the State, when all along it 
had just one.

of any commodity. It doesn’t make sense. 

Some members of the Legislature have 
reported the intent of the bill was not 
clear to them when they voted for it. Al- 
ready there is talk of repealing it at the 
next session if the courts do not invalidate 
it meanwhile. 

Free enterprise, about which we hear 
so much talk these days, to us means free- 
dom to compete. And certainly this free- 
dom is considerably curtailed by laws 
which seek to establish minimum prices. 


Some Changes Are in Order 


‘The case of Forrest Turner has brought 


» to light what appears to have become the 


fairly common practice, in a number of 
judicial circuits, of holding other charges 
open after a defendant has been tried 
and convicted on one charge. 


-Turner’s parole was considerably de- 
layed, and for a time threatened, by an 
old and almost forgotten charge on which 
he had never been brought to trial. The 
fact that he obviously had reformed and 
for several years had been a model pris- 
oner was unavailing because the Parole 
Board, quite properly we think, refuses 
to consider applicants who still have 
charges pending against them. 


But deferring prosecution worked a 
hardship on Turner. It undoubtedly has 
done the same for other prisoners who 
otherwise would be eligible for parole. 

In fact, so widespread has this practice 
become that the Parole Board felt im- 
pelled to call it to the attention of the 
General Assembly in its last annual re- 
port. . 


A recent column on the subject by Con- 
stitution Political Editor M. L. St. John 
brought comment from attorneys on the 
injustices thus perpetrated. 

There was a time when solicitors could 
feel justified in deferring prosecution on 
other charges after the defendant had 
been sent to prison on one. That was when 
paroles and pardons were handed out 
freely and, prosecuting attorneys could 
honestly say that it was necessary to hold 
charges in order to send a criminal back 
to prison if he managed to get out too 
soon. Our present parole system, how- 
ever, has lessened or eliminated this argu- 
ment... : 

Defendants are entitled to a speedy trial 
just as they are entitled to a fair trial. 
In any case except one involving his life 
the prisoner may, under certain condi- 
tions, demand a trial—and go free if his 
demand is refused. Perhaps that rule 
should be extended to include all types 
‘of offenses. 

The Turner, case shows clearly that 
some change is in order. 


M. L. ST. JOHN 
Tax Campaigners Irked by ‘Free Riders’ 


Some campaigners for the tax and expanded services referendum April 5, suspect Gov. Tal- 
madge’s appointed department leaders of trying to get a free ride. Following the lead of the Gover- 
nor, Highway Director Jim Gillis and Welfare Director Jack Forrester have made no move to influ- 
@nce voters for or against new taxes and new services. Campaigning for new taxes is not good 


politics. 

Yet, if the educational and farming forces 
are successful in their campaign for new taxes, 
the Highway and Welfare Departments will get 
big chunks of them. Spending $12,000,000 more 
for roads and $2,500,000 more for welfare is 
good politics. : 

The Governor has said he would leave the 


3 whole matter of new taxes and new services to 


the people, without any advice from him. As a 
matter of report, however, the possibility of 
“free rides” by nonparticipants in the campaign 
is beginning to irk those who are spending time 
and money trying to win the battle. 


‘ ASIDE from having an outstanding Board, 
the newly created State Department of Com- 
merce has organized with three top men capable 


of publicizing Georgia and courting new indus- - 


tries. 

Directing the Department is a young World 
War Veteran, Clark Gaines, who has had ex- 
perience in agricultural and civic work. Secre- 
tary Gaines won attention when he made a 
fine race for the Public Service Commission in 
1948. Formerly an assistant county agent in El- 
berton, Gaines, a graduate of the University of 
Georgia, recently was manager of the Agricultural 
Division of the Macon Chamber of Commerce. 


Two capable former newspapermen have | 
been placed in the Department to assure 
good publicity. Both were doing public re- 
lations work for the State during the Arnall 
Administration—and, at that time, were de-. 
nounced by Herman Talmadge as “ghost 
writers.” They were not with the State dur- 
ing the Thompson Administration. Now they 


are back, and they are capable of really 
publicizing the Department of Commerce— 
whose future depends chiefly upon publicity. 


The two men are Paul Stevenson, former ace 
political writer with Atlanta newspapers, who 
is Assistant Secretary, and Nelson Shipp, former- 
ly an editor with the Columbus newspapers, who 
is Director of Research. Shipp was Assistant 
Director of Conservation during the Arnall Ad- 
ministration. 


REP. W. G. (BUDDY) PEARLMAN, of Sum- 
ter County, is a new Assistant State Purchasing 
Agent. The popular Pearlman, who is doing the 
buying for State institutions, has had much ex- 
perience in this line, having operated a depart- 
ment store in Americus for years. 


Gov. Talmadge showed vindictiveness 
upon Buddy’s colleague in the House re- 
cently. Shortly after Rep. Frank Myers de- 
nounced Talmadge for delaying action on a 
$20,000,000 ports development bond issue, 
the Governor vetoed a bill by the young 
war veteran which would have given cities 
a certain degree of home rule. The Dill 
would have permitted cities to open or close 
streets and alleyways without coming to the 
Legislature every two years. The Governor 
gave no explanation for the veto. 


Along that line, Rep. Adie Durden, of Dough- 
erty County, antiadministration leader, got a 
laugh from understanding homefolks when he 
told his Kiwanis Club: “I’m glad to be back 
among friends again.” He had a rugged time in 
the General Assembly.

The Soviets’ Most 
Influential Man 


As the world waits to see whether we move 
es closer to war or peace as a result of the removal 
et of Vyacheslav Molotov and A. I. Mikoyan from 

top positions in the Soviet Ministry of Foreign Affairs and Trade, 


| it is significant and disturbing that the most brilliant student and 


prosecutor, as well as the most able molder and interpreter of Marx- 
ist law and philosophy, is in Molotov’s place. 


That is Andrei Vishinsky. 

His beginnings were suspect as Molotov’s and Mikoyan’s were 
not. He was a member of the Menshevik (a less radical group, 
opposed to the rule of the more radical “Bolshevik” (the many) 
group). He soon denounced this leadership, joined the Bolsheviks 
and by sheer strength of intelligence and shrewdness has come 
steadily to power, attracting first major attention in the purge 
trials of 1936-37. 

He has influenced the minds of the Soviet peoples, especially 
those of less than 45 years of age, more than any other man. 
Stalin has inspired them. Vishinsky has influenced them. 

“The Law’ Any person desiring to understand more about 

the Soviet state must read Vishinsky’s book, “The 
Law of the Soviet State.” It is a dreadfully long and tedious 
book, with no sex appeal in it and an utter lack of bosomy heroines, 
but it is nevertheless revealing. 

It also is a masterpiece of propaganda and has created the chief 
stumbling block to any “understanding” or co-operation between 
the two ideologies. Every Soviet student has read his book, written 
in 1938, and can argue it. 

Every great name in political history, of every nation, is in it. 
Vishinsky presents the different aspects of political and legal 
theory, including that of the United States, and then tears them 
down and “proves” these theories have lost their validity and force. 


Skill This is a technique in all Soviet writings—to voice, in a 
paragraph or so, the essence of a non-Marxist teaching 
and then present a full argument against it. 

Vishinsky’s idea is to be sure that any Soviet student, or citizen, 
who reads this book of almost 800 pages is convinced that the ac- 
cepted doctrine of the Soviet Union is not merely the preferred one, 
but the only legally and politically sound one. 

I have had some brief experience in arguing with Soviet edi- 
tors and writers and I can testify to their tenacity in argument and 
to their ability to come forward with a rush of statistics and com- 
ments which are difficult to parry, since few of us have been 
schooled in any such educational and indoctrinal methods. 


I have searched the book for some clue as to the 
present change, which has so puzzled the world. 
Are Molotov and Mikoyan to be promoted? Are they to be given 
the heavier task of organizing the industries and the economy of 
the nation for war? Are the Soviets planning to make a desperate 
and risky gamble by moving troops into Norway and Finland, 
claiming that we are the aggressors and threaten world peace? 
What will we then do? Appease as we did in the period when 
Hitler took those gambles in Austria and Czechoslovakia? 

Or does it mean that Russia desires to open up negotiations 
leading to some sort of peace treaty, which her economy as badly 
needs as our own? She could not do so with Molotov. He would 
have lost “face.” She can with Vishinsky, who is the United 
Nations delegate. Only the removal of Mikoyan, an advocate of 
trade and agreements, argues against that and makes the change 


foreboding. 

Method The book, of course, gives no clue to those questions. 
But it does say: “The Commission for Foreign Affairs 

in the Soviet Union is composed of 11 persons ... it makes a 

preliminary examination of ALL MATTERS (capitals my own) 

connected with foreign affairs to be considered by the Supreme 

Soviet and its Presidum (top) committee).” 

In another paragraph he states: 

“The work of the commissions is secret. The formal explanation 
of this is that through them (the commissions) passes a succession 
of important state affairs not to be given broad publicity, foreign 
affairs, military affairs and the like. This remains shaded from 
the masses, without publicity. .. .” 

We, with our policy of. “let the people know,” find it difficult 
to understand such a policy. : 

Molotov and Mikoyan are old friends of Stalin. They were 
close to him during the revolution and suffered imprisonment 
before. They have lost for him the cold war—to date at any rate. 
One can understand their being removed. But since there is no 
suggestion of doubts as to their loyalty, one cannot believe they 
are finished politically.

Politics 
And the Filibuster 


WASHINGTON—There is more than meets 
the eye in the current squabble over changing 
the rules of the Senate to curb filibusters. Be- 

hind the scenes a certain amount of politics is rearing its practical 
head. How far these influences may go in shaping the ultimate 
decision will be seen in a vote the Senate is expected to take shortly 
on an appeal from a ruling by Vice President Barkley on a crucial 
phase of the issue. 

Under existing precedents of the Senate a move to invoke clo- 
ture—shutting off debate—cannot be made against a pending mo- 
tion to take up a bill or resolution. It can come only when a motion 
to bring up a bill has been approved and the measure itself is ac- 
tually before the chamber. 

Thus it is possible to carry on a filibuster against a motion to 
take up a bill, whereas if the bill is already before the Senate clo- 
ture can be invoked, with two-thirds majority approving, to defeat 
the filibuster. It is to correct this situation, this loophole in the 
present rules, that the proposed change in Senate procedure is be- 
ing put forward. 


Pu ose Southern Democrats are filibustering against a motion 
rp to bring up this proposed change in the rules because 
they realize that the whole purpose behind the move is to open the 
way for the passage of President Truman’s controversial civil rights 
program—anti-lynch legislation, anti-poll tax, FEPC and the like. 
They want to keep the filibuster as a means of preventing such 
bills from ever coming to a vote. 

At the last session Sen. Vandenberg, of Michigan, who was then 
the presiding officer of the chamber, made a ruling in line with 
existing precedents that cloture could not be invoked against a 
pending motion as contrasted with a pending bill. Now a new rul- 
ing on the samé question is to be sought of Vice President Barkley, 
who ison record as taking a contrary view to Vandenberg. If he 
upsets the Michigan Senator’s ruling, that will be a short cut to 
what the Adiministration is seeking. It would, if sustained by the 
ee obviate the necessity for putting through the proposed rules 
change. 

Naturally, however, Southern Senators do not intend to let the 
matter be decided so simply. What they will do is take an appeal 
from the decision of the chair. It is on this vote that the crucial 


test will come. 

At this point the politics in the situation will 
On the Spo t come to the fore. It will be interesting to see how 
the Republicans stack up on the vote to sustain the prospective 
Barkley reversal of the old Vandenberg ruling. In a way they are 
on something of a spot. If they vote to sustain Barkley, that may 
be taken as a repudiation of Sen. Vandenberg, one of the ablest 
statesmen of the party. If they vote to sustain Vandenberg, that 
will be hailed as a repudiation of all of the Republican breast- 
beating in favor of civil rights. 

But there are other political considerations which may weigh 
more heavily in the decision to be made by Republican Senators. 
One is that when the GOP was in control of the Senate during the 
last Congress a similar effort was made to pass civil rights legisla- 
tion. It was defeated by a Southern filibuster. If the Democrats 
now should succeed where the Republicans failed, this would be a 
blow to the GOP record. Democrats would be able to go out and 
say to the minority groups pressing for civil rights legislation: 
“See, we pasesd the bills and the Republicans couldn’t.” 


Sting Another thing carries weight with the Republicans. They 

are still stinging ‘from the rebuke President Truman 
gave them in the 1948 campaign. At every whistle stop over the 
country he denounced the Republican-controlled Eightieth Con- 
gress as one of the worst in American history. 

Nothing would suit the Republicans better than to see South- 
ern Democrats tie up the Senate in such a filibustering snarl] that 
little, if anything, could be accomplished. That would take the 
sting off some of the things said against them at the last session 
by Mr. Truman. 

And so it is that Senate Republicans might deem it to their 
political advantage to lend as much aid and comfort to the 
Southern Democrats in the present squabble as possible. It would 
be politically gratifying to them to see the Southerners make a 
shambles of the Administration’s legislative program—something 
which looms as inevitable, perhaps, if the filibuster is allowed to 
run its course. ‘ | 

The story will be told in the way Republicans vote on the Bark- 
ley ruling. Not all of them will be guided by political considera- 
tions, to be sure, but a lot of them will.

Maybe going to the country for your health isn’t such a good idea after all. The fresh air and the 
bracing sun are there; the new-mown hay and the bubbling brooks, and the tables creaking with the 


goodness of the land are there. 

For many years leaders in medical and lay 
circles have been concerned with the lack of ade- 
quate doctor-hospital service for the nation’s rural 
population. 

In the development of America’s giant urban 
economy of huge cities which mass within their 
boundaries great wealth, great centers of learning 
and great knowledge, it is but natural that in- 
creasing benefits of better health would go to 


these centers, to the detriment of rural health. , 


Approximately 44 percent of the nation’s popu- 
lation was classified as rural in the 1940 census. 
Georgia, along with the rest of the South, is pre- 
dominantly rural. Approximately 65 percent of 
Georgia’s population is rural, again according to 
the 1940 census. 


Fundamentally, the problem of better rural 
medical care would seem to revolve on the 
joined axis of doctors and hospitals. .. 

Without going into the chicken-and-egg 
proposition of which should come first, it 
would suffice to say both are needed, and 
needed badly. 


Georgia is forwarding a hospital construction 


program under the Hill-Burton Act, and many per- | 


gons are concerned with provision of more medi- 
ea] personnel for rural areas. 

Georgia’s sister State, Mississippi, is meeting 
the doctor-shortage challenge with a State Medi- 
eal Education Program. Georgia, and even the 
Mation, might do well to emulate the Magnolia 
State’s pioneering in doctor training. 

In 1946 a far-sighted Mississippi Legislature 
ereated a five-man State Medical Education Board 
to administer State loans and scholarships to stu- 
dents desiring to study medicine. 

The State bill directed that three members of 
the Medical Board be: 

(1) Dean of the Medical School of the Uni- 
versity of Mississippi; (2) the Executive Officer of 
the State Board of Health; (3) the President of the 
Mississippi State Medical Association. Thus, Mis- 
sissippi doctors were given a voice in adminis- 
tration of the program. 

An Executive Secretary, with the assistance of 
& stenographer, co-ordinates the functions of the 
Board. Administrative expense of the program in 
its first fiscal year was only $12,815. 


Qualified applicants are granted loans by 
the Board up to $5,000 with which to pay for 
medical education in any accredited four-year 
medical school in the United States. The 
medical graduate may repay the $5,000 schol- 
arship by his profession within a. 
community of 5,000 population or less, desig- 
nated by the Board. 


For each year served in a designated area, the 
State deducts $1,000 from the total amount owed 
by the medical graduate. Thus at the end of five 
years of service in a selected community, the 
medical graduate has repaid the State of Missis- 
sippi for financing his medical education. The

service rendered the community during. those 
five years is beyond calculation. 

After the second year of practice within the 
State, the doctor shall be privileged to pay off the 
whole or any part of the balance of the loan or 
scholarship at 4 percent interest, and upon such 
payment, shall be relieved of further obligation 
under his contract for loan or scholarship. 

The Mississippi Medical Education Board, ably 
served by Mrs. Maria Voskamp as Executive Sec- 
retary, reports that, as of Dec. 17, 1948, three 
doctors trained under the program were practic- 
ing in Mississippi. These, of course, had com- 
pleted a portion of their training prior to inaugu- 
ration of Mississippi’s program. One hundred and 
sixty-four students are training in medical schools 
all over the nation, and they will return to Mis- 
Sissippi to practice in rural communities. Twelve 
of the 164 are women; 10 are Negroes. 


Eight other States have passed medical-assist- 
ance legislation. The Georgia Assembly in 1943 
passed legislation providing $1,000 four-year medi- 
cal scholarships to one qualified student in each 
of Georgia’s 52 Senatorial Districts. . This program 
has not become operative because funds were 
never voted for it. 


Of course, lending students the money is 
not enough if there are no medical colleges for 
them to attend. Today there are only about 
77 medical colleges in the United States, with 
some 6,389 graduates in 1947. In 11 States 
there are no medical colleges whatsoever. The 
result is that many qualified students are now 
being turned away at the doors of medical 
schools each year. The Georgia University 
School of Medicine at Athens had openings 
for only 76 students, but applications from 300 
for the September, 1948, class. Emory Medi- 
cal School had 1,200 applications, but could 
accept only 72 students. 


The interest of various State Legislatures in 
doctor training programs indicates the problem 
could well be attacked on a national scale. Rep. 
William (Don) Wheeler, of Georgia’s Eighth Dis- 
trict, is considering the introduction of legislation 
in Congress based on the Mississippi Medical Edu- 
cation Program. Rep. Smathers, Democrat, Flor- 
ida, has proposed that Congress appropriate $60,- 
—" for building and enlarging medical col- 
eges. 


Georgia should not await a national solution to 
the problem. The State could enlarge and expand 
the University Medical School now. The Board 
of Regents and the General Assembly are con- 
templating means of setting up a State Hospital 
on the school’s campus to be used with the teach- 
ing institution. The State Legislature could enact 
a law patterned after the Mississippi plan. Per- 
haps hundreds of undiscovered Miltons, Crom- 
wells and Crawford Longs could be started on 
the road to serving Georgia’s rural areas as doc- 
tors. ‘ 

Rural Georgia needs doctors, whether they are 
trained at the expense of the individual, the 
State or the nation.

Federation President Given 
Post on Judicial Council 


By BESSIE S. STAFFORD, of Atlanta, Editor of 
Georgia Federation of Women’s Clubs 


Another honor has been conferred upon Mrs. Gertrude 
Harris, of Atlanta, lawyer-president of Georgia Federation 
of Women’s Clubs. Gov. Herman Talmadge appointed her 

a member of the Judicial Council until 1951. 


She is the only woman mem- 
ber, in fact, Mrs. Harris is the 
only woman who ever has been 
appointed to the Council. She 
was given the post as one of the 
five lawyers in active practice, 
and is thoroughly capable of 


discharging her duties during | 


her three-year term. 

This Judicial Council was cre 
ated by an act of the Legislature 
in 1945. The members are ap- 
pointed by the Governor for 
three years. 

The Council is composed of 
Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court, the Chairman of the Ju- 
diciary Committee of the Sen- 
ate, the Chairman of the Judici- 
ary Committee of the House, an- 
other Justice of the Supreme 

Court, a Judge of the Court of 
Appeals, two trial judges, five 
lawyers in active practice and 
three laymen. 

Eight very important subjects 
are included in the obligation 
assumed by Mrs. Harris, each

Warble Beethoven's 5th 


NEW YORK—(INS)—Stella 
Roman, the Metropolitan Opera 
soprano, has 14 trained birds 
that can sing “Tannhauser” with 
ease. On rainy days, they perch 
on her shoulder and render 
Beethoven’s “Fifth.” 

On good days, they skim 
around the ceiling doing lilting 
bits from Franz Lehar. 

Madame Roman says they’re 
so good she occasionally has to

stop them and say: “Listen, 
who’s making the money, you 
or I?" 

The opera star, who has red 
hair and a bubbly Romanian ac- 
cent, started her bird collection 
in Europe two years ago. She 
was passing a pet shop and over- 
heard a talented canary with 
better-than-average vibrato. 

“IT can take lessons from him,” 
she said to herself, so she 
bought the canary, took him 
home and practiced imitating 
his trills. 

Today, in her swishy Park 
Avenue apartment, Madame 
Roman described how she began 
to teach opera to the feathered 


set, rather than taking lessons 
from them. 


“This little canary,” she said 
(pointing proudly to that first 
bird with the good. vibrato), 
“was not so talented as I 
thought. He did not know opera 
in the least. I had to sing the 
arias for him.” 

She did her daily two hours 
of rehearsal in front of the 
fuzzy yellow student, and he 
gradually picked up the tunes, 
mimicking her style. 

Madame Roman was s0 en- 
thralled that she bought another 
bird. .. . And then another. ... 
And then another. Only two 
have disappointed her: A pair 
of love birds who “only wanted 
to smooch—not sing.” 

Now, with three cages full of 
trainees, she is admittedly proud 
of the accomplishment. With 
enthusiasm she throws open the 
cages in the morning and lets 
her students have the fly of the 
apartment until nightfall. 

“They are always happy to re- 
turn to the cage, too,” she gig- 
gles, in the high~soprano that 
made her famous. “The cages 


have Ferris wheels, mirrors and

A DECORATOR DECORATES 


Classic Theme Used for Contrast 


Trusting to luck on one hand 
and decorating with the other is 
an almost unbeatable combina- 
tion for turning out an Eight- 
eenth Century drawing room 
when what you really wanted 
Was a sun porch. 

If; on the other hand (and 
you still have one left) you feel 
that taking a few liberties with 
the rule book are necessary to 
achieve a certain effect in your 
decorative scheme, go ahead. It 
might be as terrific. as what 
Jimmy Edwards accomplished 
when he painted the living 
room walls of his apartment 
chocolate brown to create a 
strong contrast for his classic 
furnishings. 

Perhaps you'd better be 
warned however, that Jimmy 
Edwards has been doing things 
like this for years, both here 


. and in New York, and always 


with fabulous results. He is, of 
course, a decorator. 

It wasn’t wholly a matter of 
luck, that the furniture Edwards 
had been collecting for years 
“just seemed to fit” the specifi- 
eations of his five-rroom (and 
bath) apartment. Neither was 
it luck that the apartment was 
“just right” for the furniture. 
Each piece of furniture that he 

icked up, in a chateau in 
France, a country place in Eng- 
land, or a junk shop in New 
York fitted the blueprint of 
what would eventually be his 
apartment. Although his furni- 
ture and furnishings range all 
the way from Eighteenth Cen- 
tury to modern, they’re all 
based on the classic, relieved by

baroque and the atmosphere is 
strongly continental. 

The entrance to Edward’s 
apartment, which is on the up- 
per floor of an old-fashioned 
house on West Peachtree, is a 
combination- foyer and dining 
room. The color scheme for the 
whole house is taken from the 
striped wallpaper in this room. 
It is of deep chocolate brown, 
striped with pistachio green and 
oyster white. 

To eliminate traffic conges- 
tion moving in and out of the 
living room and to other parts 
of the house, all the furniture 
in this room is pushed against 
the wall, except during meal- 
time.

Haiti Given CleanBil} 
By Sanitary Director 


Major Edwin Dudley, VU. §. 
Army, Director of the American 
Sanitary Mission, has again giv- 
en the Republic of Haiti a “clean 
bill of health” in a detailed in- 
terview of sanitary conditions 
there which has just been made 
public, according to the Haitian 
Information Bureau. 

In an authorized statement he 
said: “The public works execut- 
ed by the Haitian Government, 
the Rockefeller Foundation, and 
the American Sanitary Mission 
has rendered Port-au-Prince 
more than any other city of 
Latin, America safe and malaria- 
free. 

“In my opinion,” Major Dud- 
ley emphasized, “any foreigner, 
particularly American tourists, 
can remain in Haiti indefinitely 
without fear of malaria.” 

Upon being told that Ameri- 
can tourists had been instructed 
not to eat fruits without boiling 
them, he observed, “In Haiti 
the fruits are fresh and safe. It 
is advisable, just as it is in our 
own country, to wash and clean 
them of the dust of the market.”

This is the book President Truman referred to with approval 
in his recent “S. O. B. Speech.” It deals with the events of the last 
Presidential election and it has no good words to say for the poll- 
sters, the columnists, the radio commentators and the newspapers 
for their handling of the news situations prior to that election. 


To all of these organs of pub- 
lic opinion they charge direct 
responsibility for “the great il- 
lusion of 1948.” Further, they 
charge that this illusion was not 
“such an isolated event.” ‘ Rath- 
er, they say, “it showed unmis- 
takably a trend, and that is 
serious... 

That trend, these authors in- 
sist, is toward the perpetuation 
of misinformation on the people 
of the United States through the 
mass-control of the recognized 
channels of communication. As 
proof of this, they cite the fact 
that the pollsters, after admit- 
ting their failures in 1948, con- 
tinue blithely on their way in 
their efforts to ram other public 
opinion polls down the throats 
of the people.

MEMOIRS OF ALFRED RO- 
SENBERG, translated by Eric 
Posselt, with commentaries by 
Serge Lang and Ernst von 
Schenk; Ziff-Davis; $4. 


Only one of the 10 Nazi chief- 
tains who died on the Nuern- 
berg gallows in September, 
1946, refused to speak last 
words. He was Rosenberg, high 
priest of National Socialism, 
philosopher of Naziism. In this 
testament he gets his last words 
said. He has not much to say 
and he does not say it well. 

The crux of it is: “National 
Socialism was the European an- 
swer to a century-old question. 
It was the noblest of ideas to 
which a German could give all 
his strength.” This in speaking 
of a regime which gave birth to 
Buchenwald, Dachau and the 
other murder mills. But that, 
too, philosopher Rosenberg ex- 
plains: 

“National. Socialism was mis- 
used, and in the end demoral- 
ized, by men to whom its crea- 
tor had most faithfully given 
his confidence.” And that is 
the lesson Rosenberg learned, or 
at least what he wrote.

FRUITFUL IDEA 


Waugh Dips 


Into Fantasy 


SCOTT-KING’S MODERN EU- 
ROPE, by Evelyn Waugh; Lit- 
tle, Brown: $2. 


Bellorius had been dead just 
three centuries when, in 1946, 
the country of his birth, an old 
Hobsburg land modernized as 
Neutria, decided to observe the 


tercentenary and invited, among 
other guests, Scott-King, an ob- 
scure classics teacher in Gran- 
chester, an obscure English 
school. 


According to Waugh’s enter- 
taining little morality, Scott- 
King, in a prewar continental 
jaunt, had run across a Bellorius 
text, translated its Latin hex- 
ameters into spencerian stanzas, 
failed to sell it to a publisher, 
and finally reduced his re- 
searches to an essay printed in 
a learned journal. Neutria was 
short on celebrities, and Neu- 
trians themselves might have 
confused the little-known Bel- 
lorius with Belisarius, as did a 
woman journalist sent to cover 
the occasion. Grateful that an 
English scholar had actually ex- 
humed his literary remains... 
this.is just my manner of speak- 
ing, not a reminder of Waugh’s 
about his “The Loved One” . 
and actually written about him, 
they regarded him as a VIP in- 
deed and summoned him royal- 
ly as guest and speaker. 


So, out of a quiet English 
backwater, supplied with em- 
barkation papers, medical cards, 
custom clearance slips, curren- 
cy control vouchers, passports 
tickets, identity dockets, travel 
orders, emigration certificates, 
baggage checks and security 
sheets, this recluse ventures for 
the first time into the bewilder- 
ing modern world. 

Everything is new, the ‘tien 
zonian women, Neutrian cock- 
tails, Neutrian politics and the 
finagling behind the scenes in 
the little country where the rul- 
ing “marshal” connives to shift 
from Bellorius to himself a gen- 
erous quantity of the homage 
dispensed by foreign dignitaries. 
And when Scott-King returns to 
his safe classroom, it is not sur- 
prising that he believes “it would 
be very wicked indeed to do 
anything to fit a boy for the 
modern world.” 

Everyone is out of step but 
Scott-King, says Waugh. It was 
a fruitful idea to set the old- 
fashioned professor down in a 
brand-new land. Maybe. this 
story, first printed in a maga- 
zine, is intended as a salutary 
reminder that we don’t know all 
we should about Europe. Any- 
way it’s fun.—W. G. ROGERS.

Withholds Comment 


Willis M. Everett, Jr., Atlanta attorney who is counsel for some 
of the Nazi Storm Troopers (SS) accused of the murder of 900 
unarmed American prisoners of war in the Malmedy area during the 
Battle of the Bulge, said yesterday he has “no comment” to make on. 
the report of a United States Army Review Board in justifying the 
methods used in obtaining confession from the accused Nazis. 


This Board, sitting in Frank- 
furt, Germany, has condoned the 
use of “ruses, strategems, stool- 
pigeons and similar practices” in 
getting the evidence used to con- 
vict the defendants. 


Everett, formerly a Colonel in 
the Military Intelligence Division, 
acting as counsel for 12 of the ac- 
cused Storm Troopers, has al- 
ready made an unsuccessful fight 
in the United States Supreme 
Court against the methods used 
in the trial. He has now filed an 
appeal to the International Court 
at The Hague, in the Netherlands. 

“T have never made a statement 
to the press about this case,” said 
Everett, “and I shall not do so 
now.”

The Army Board of Review 
has sustained these allegations by 
defense counsel but said such 
methods were “justified by the 
difficulty in cracking the case.”

ZZ NHERITED wealth,” William Kissam 
Vanderbilt once said, “is a real handicap 
to happiness.” 

His wife, Anne Harriman Sands Rutherford 
Vanderbilt, was inclined to agree. 

When her father, Oliver Harriman, was de- 
clared mentally incompetent, she had_ been 
granted a share of his $15,000,000 estate. Her 
second fortune came from her first husband, 
Samuel Stevens Sarfds’ of Long Island, who had 
been killed in a hunting accident shortly after 
their marriage. She then fried to find happiness 
with Lewis Morris Rutherford, her second hus- 
band, but he left her a widow a few years after 


their marriage. From him she received her third 


ample fortune. 

Inherited wealth had certainly proved 4 
handicap to Anne’s happiness, and if she ever 
doubted the truth of that statement, her third 


husband should have known what he was talking

After all, William Kissam Vanderbilt was 
one of the richest men in the world. 

He had inherited $65,000,000 from his father 
and had nearly doubled the amount in ten years.

In addition to “Marble House’ at New- 
port, which had cost Vanderbilt $9,000,000, she 
commissioned more palaces. She ordered “Brook- 
holt,” a colonial manor at Hempstead, Long 
Island, and “Beacon Towers,” a castle at near-by 


ergetic George Winthrop Sands felt compelled Sands Point. In New York she built a new town 


to drive his high-powered racing automabile 
from Deauville to the other Vanderbilt estate. 

As he turned his car into the driveway, a- 
front tire blew out and the machine bumped 
and skidded off the road.

George, then only 24 years old, was tossed 
from his seat and pinned beneath the wreckage, 
which suddenly burst into flames.

‘ \AARGARLT RUTHERFORD MILLS had been

With all the mountain peaks and seashores of 
the world to pick fron’, Anne made _the ex- 
traordinary decision of sending her daughter to 
a Yoga cult which had recently blossomed at 
Nyack, N. Y., under the management of a mystic 
calling himself ““Oom the Omnipotent.”’

As 
far as is known, neither parent had visited them, 
This curious situation lasted for three years. 


Bec curtain of mystery was not lifted again 
until 1927, when it was reported that Barbara 
was in a French nursing home at her husband’s 
request. 

Suspicious of what might be going on, 
Mrs. Vanderbilt hurried across the ocean and is 
said to have learned that Mr. Nicholls had also 
asked for control of his wife’s fortune. Anne 
prevented that, took her daughter out of the 
nursing home and got the courts to attest Bar- 
bara’s mental incompetence. 


Three years later, the mysterious Mr. Nicholls 
got a divorce in Reno. Barbara, apparently re- 
covered, received the custody of the twins. Also, 
it was reported, and not denied, that her husband 
received $100,000 of the Vanderbilt money. 

For nine years the curtain settled down over 
them both until Barbara’s death in 1939. By 
that time the twins were said to be in the care 
of their grandmother. 

In the meantime Margaret, the elder daugh- 
ter, was still on Anne’s mind. 

As the wife of Sir Paul Dukes, she might 
well have expected to take her place in society. 
Instead, she went to live on New York City’s 
Riverside Drive, took up ballet dancing and dyed 
her hair pink. Shortly afterwards, she divorced 
the Englishmafi and announced that her next 
husband would be French. igs 

He was Prince Charles Murat, third son of 
a celebrated French racehorse owner,~and a 
great-grandson of Napoleon’s sister, Caroline 
Bonaparte, Queen of Naples. 

The Prince’s family refused to meet his thrice- 
diverced fianeee, and, in an effort to prevent the 
marriage, Mrs. Vanderbilt took a flying trip to 
Paris. For once in her life, Anne had to admit 


failure. 


The marriage lasted until the 1930s when 
Margaret met Frederick Leybourne Sprague, a 
flower painter, in her mother’s garden. Soon 


-after Margaret got a divorce from the Prince, 


they were married. Later, they were divorced in 

Carson City, Nev., but not long after decided 

to give marriage another try. 

BY 1940, the Dowager Mrs. Vanderbiit .had 
seen the passing of her generation.* She was 

worn out. ae 

The bitter struggle for position in society 
was long since over. Three strategic alliances 
had put her finally on top. Her girlhood wishes 
of wealth and power had all been gratified and 
she could sit back and dream of her successful 
campaigns. . ‘ 22 ian 

But in the midst of her triumphs there 
rose the spectres of the three husbands she 
had buried, the three children who had died 
under tragic circumstances, and the half dozen 
distasteful divorces in her family. She had wit- 
nessed the humiliation of Mrs. Belmont in hav- 
ing to’ admit that she had forced Consuelo to 
marry the Duke of Marlborough and the endur- 
ing greatness of her Own enterprises which she 
had launched to combat her rival. 

The years, however, had taken a heavy toll 
of Anne’s fortune. - 

When she died in 1940, of the vast millions 
she had‘ once controlled, she left a compara- 
tively meager estate of $1,830,328.

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Nothing Could Shake Ruth Crawshaw's Faith in 
Her Husband's Innocence, So She Set Out to 
Prove That Even a United States Navy 
Trial Board Could Be Wrong

Ts battleship Utah was plowing its way 
from England to the United States one day 
in August, 1921. Aboard, Chief Yeoman 
Ralph E. Crawshaw, in charge of the ship’s post 
office, was in trouble. 

His superiors had taken him into custody and 
charged him with misconduct. A check of. post 
office funds had revealed a shortage of $270. 
Under questioning, confused and bewildered, 


Crawshaw insisted: “I swear that when I left. 


the accounts they were in order!” 

A trial board found him guilty, placed him 
in confinement. 

The next day Crawshaw disappeared. A 
porthole in his quarters was found open. In due 
time his wife, Navy Nurse Ruth A. Crawshaw of 
Melrose, Mass., received an official letter. Craw- 
shaw, it explained, had become mentally de- 
ranged over his conviction, wriggled through a 
porthole in an escape attempt, and drowned. 

That might have closed the case, except that 
Ruth in the meantime had received her hus- 
band’s final letter. It read: “Darling, no matter 
what happens, please believe in me. Even though 
others may turn against me, never lose faith. 
I swear by my love for you that my name is as 
good as our good marriage.” 

She knew little of the details preceding 
Crawshaw’s death, but she loved and trusted 
him, and she made up her mind that she would 
clear his name if it took a lifetime. 

Because of the blot on her hufsband’s record 
—even though he was decorated for heroism in 
World War I—Ruth and her little daughter, 
Frances, did not receive service pensions. She 
was forced to become a private nurse to Support 
herself and child. | 

In June, 1922, the Utah steamed into Boston 
Harbor. Up the gangplank marched Ruth Craw- 
shaw. She asked to see the captain and was 
escorted to his cabin. . 

Quietly but firmly she expressed her belief 
that her husband was innocent. 

“Sorry,” the captain said, “there’s nothing 
that can be done now. Why don’t you forget 
him and marry the right kind of husband*® 

Forget him? Ruth steeled herself. © “Cap- 
tain,” she asked, “may I measure the width of 
the porthole through which Ralph is supposed 
to have jumped?”

counts. She obtained a certified auditor’s report 


that the accounts of the ship’s post office bal- 
anced perfectly up until the day the men entered 
her husband’s office. 

The new evidence, she was told, was not 
enough. Crawshaw, the Navy said, was still guilty 
of misconduct, 

He should not have left his office open. 

Year after year Ruth wrote to Congressmen 
and Secretaries of the Navy, urging them to re- 
open Crawshaw’s case. Year after year she took 
her small savings and visited her husband’s ship- 
mates, hoping for new clues. They advised her 
to forget Ralph and start life anew. 

One day her daughter, Frances, overheard 
malicious gossip about her father. She’ came 
running to her mother. “Mummy,” she cried, “‘is 
it true daddy died a disgrace?” 

Ruth choked back a sob. She hugged Frances 
“Darling,” she whispered, “‘your father 
was the most wonderful man alive. Some day 
the world will believe me.”’ 

Then, at last, Ruth found the evidence she 
wanted.

She found a new friend, too. Herbert Duling, 
service officer for the Veterans Counsel of New 
Hampshire, was glad to help her. He went to 
Washington, succeeded in having the Crawshaw 
case brought before the Naval Court of Review. 

This time the evidence was enough: Recon- 
struction of the case revealed that Ralph had 
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left his office while ill, with his records in order, 
that the shortage followed invasion of his quar- 
ters by personnel unknown, about which he knew 
nothing and thus could not prove his innocence. 
It was agreed that his sudden sickness was ex- 
cuse enough to leave the office uncared for. 

It was speculated that he somehow made his 
way out of confinement, perhaps in an effort to 
see the captain, and, still weak and nauseous 
from his illness, had pitched overboard. 

Last November 19 Navy records were cor- 
rected to list his death as accidental, and to 
read: “Chief Yeoman Ralph Everett Crawshaw 
was lost at sea in line of duty.”

“You didn’t: violate the intent and meaning 
of the act,” he told West.

Spurning the 
services of a bonding company, she turned to 
a “dear friend,” Mrs. Susie Summerville, who 
put up $10,000 bail. Buda jumped the bail and 
Mrs. Summerville forfeited, while Buda’s con- 
federates took the rap. 

One of them, Jimmy Christian, sentenced to 
18 months in prison, insisted that she was only 
an innocent tool, and she, hearing of his loyalty, 


. sighed and_ said: 


“Why, that handsome sucker!” 

After that, the Mann Act was amended, and 
eventually the Supreme Court of the United 
States ruled: : 
~ “That a woman transported for immoral 
purposes in violation of the Mann White Slave

Act, if a guilty participant, may be convicted 
as a conspirator with the person who caused 
her to be transported.” 

Meanwhile, the charges against Buda were 
dropped, and she entered a new phase of her 
career. She vanished, and only a story, here 
and there, told of her whereabouts. She was in 
Florida, she was in Cuba, she had become the 
protegee of a prominent New Yorker. Those 
were the stories. 

She stayed within the law for years. She 
didn’t come to the time of her downfall until 
1932. On a frosty January morning in. that 
year, three armed men-entered the home of 
Harry S. Glemby, manufacturer, in East 67th 
St., New York, and- made off with jewels valued 
at $305,000. 

Police a little later learned that the loot was 
in the possession of a woman known as Helen 
Smith, in a midtown hotel. She apparently was 
a fence and wanted to sell. 

Disguised as hotel employes, detectives kept 
constant watch on “Helen Smith” and a woman 
companion, While another detective, disguised 
as a Seattle jeweler named Rothstein, made 
“Miss Smith’s” acquaintance. 


ROTHSTEIN agreed to buy the Glemby jewels 

for $50,000 and “Helen Smith” agreed to de- 
liver them at Broadway and 66th St. on the morn- 
ing of April 13. “Rothstein” was to wait on the 
corner, ‘Miss Smith” was to arrive by taxicab. 

“Rothstein” was waiting at the appointed 
time, holding a bundle supposed to contain 
$50,000 in bills. ‘“Miss Smith’s” taxicab stopped 
beside him. She held a bundle in her lap and 
a woman companion had a. bundle. : 

“Rothstein” opened the cab door, and as he 
did so, other men swarmed around him. They 
were detectives, and “Rothstein” himself was 
the New York Police Department’s famous im- 
personator, Abraham Gralla. They seized “Miss 
Smith” and her parcel, which contained most of 
the Glemby jewels. 

Soon afterward the three men ‘who had 
robbed the Glemby home were rounded up, and 
word got around that “Helen Smith,” ‘their 
fence, actually was Buda Godman, who go long 
before had dropped out of sight. 

Yet “Helen Smith” didn’t admit it. She 
clung to that name even in court, pleading guilty 
to participation in the robbery case. It was 
the report of the Chief Probation Officer, sub- 
mitted to the court, which penetrated her 
mystery. 

She was, indeed, Buda Godman, the report 
said; born in Illinois; married to Tel Taylor, 
a dancer and song writer, and divorced from him. 


According to the probation report, Buda 
was a prominent New Yorker’s protegee until 
1929, when she returned to Chigago on account 
of her mother’s illness. ’ 

“When interviewed,” the report went on, 
“her benefactor said he had supported her 
since 1918. 

“He said he always gave her money and also 
jewels. She was generous to everyone. He 
plans to provide for her future. or 

“She has always lived a carefree and para- 
sitical existence, She obtained the jewels (the 
Glemby loot) to sell and intended to offer them 
to her benefactor, who said he would like to see 
them (although police said it was not believed 
he knew the jewels in question were stolen).” 

On the day before the arraignment of the 
Glemby defendants, one of them, Samuel Ippo- 
lito, gave the case a sudden’ tragic turn. He 
shot himself to death in Buda’s apartment on 
the West Side. 

Later, a Joseph Weshefsky was murdered, 
his body put in a stolen car, and left outside 
police headquarters. Police believed friends of 


_ Glemby defendants thought he was the informer 


and had taken him for a ride. 


STILL later, one Joseph Indelicato, who had , 

been sought .in the case, was found shot to 
death outside Paterson, N, J. Police believed 
that_was retaliation by someone for the mur- 
der of the man left at the door of police head- 
quarters. 

After pleading guilty to participation in 
the Glemby jewel robbery, Buda, happily, was 
free of all this. She was sentenced to four to 
eight years in Auburn prison in November, 
1932, and was paroled in June, 1935, 

Then she vanished again— this time for 
good. The side streets of Greenwich Village 
swallowed her, middle age bowed her dowr, 
and her life as a shadow began.

NCREDIBLE would ‘be the word to describe 
the case of Ocey Snead were it not for the 
fact that it all actually happened.

In Brooklyn, Dr. William R. Pettit had an- 
other distressing story to contribute.

They were Virginia Wardlaw and her two 
sisters — Caroline Wardlaw Martin, Ocey’s 
mother, and Mary Wardlaw Snead, mother of 
Ocey’s husband. . 

Both Ocey and her child were sorely in need 
of fresh air, nourishment and a tonic, doctor 
said, so he left various instructions and pre- 
scriptions. | 

‘However, when he called the next day he 
was shocked to find that nothing had been done. 

On his third visit, when no. one would admit 
him, he had climbed through a window. 

He told them that Ocey needed hospital care, 
but they said they could not afford such an 
expense, 

Then he said she might have to undergo an 
operation “and they approved of that at once,” 
Dr. Pettit told O’Neill. But he had decided the 
operation would be too risky, and instead in- 
stalled a nurse, Elizabeth Mogg, whom the 
women had dismissed after two days. 

“They said théy had no money to pay me 
for my services,” he related, “so they offered 
to make me a beneficiary in Ocey’s will to the 
amdunt of $1,000! 

“That outraged me to such an extent: that 
I notified the authorities, but nothing developed.”

He said that Virginia Wardldw had visited 
his office on Sept. 6 and had him draw a will 
in which Ocey bequeathed everything but $500 
to her grandmother, Mrs. Martha Eliza Ward- 
law. The $500, intended for her infant son, was 


to be left in trust to Mrs. Wardlaw, who was 
elso named as the child’s guardian. : 

The trail next led to another attorney, Julian 
V. Carabba. 


He stated that on Sept. 9 Virginia Wardlaw _ 


had come to him and asked him to assist a 
dying woman to change her last will and testa- 
ment. 

Carabba said he visited Ocey, who indeed 
seemed on the verge of death. He said he was 
dumbfounded to behold Miss Wardlaw and an- 
other woman, identified as the girl’s mother, 
Caroline Wardlaw Martin, chanting prayers 
from prayer books over the sickbed. 

Suddenly Mrs. Martin said, “Ocey, you wish 
to make a new will, do you not?” 

The virl’s lips quivered, and she spoke like 
an automaton, “Yes, I do.” 

“But good heavens!” Carabba exclaimed. 
“This girl needs a doctor! She ought to be in 
a hospital!” ; 

Doctors and hospitals, they informed him, 
cost money. When he asked about food, they 
said they had no money for food, either, where- 
upon he gave them a check for $5. 

Then, he continued, they. offered him the 


proceeds from two policies on Ocey’s life, one 


for $5,000, the other for $2,000, if he would 
arrange to have them, instead of Ocey’s grand- 
mother, named the beneficiaries of the entire

Two years later, on June 20, 1913, Caroline 
Wardlaw Martin, as strange a character as ever 
figured in a murder case, died of a cardiac ail- 
ment in the state insahe asylum at Trenton.

Girdle: Most girls cer- 
tainly “go into their 
dance” when putting on a 
girdle and end up tuckered 
out with the effort. Don't 
grasp the girdle top and 
yank it up to your waist- 
line. You'll ruin your gir- 
dle, manicure and temper. 
Instead, merely fold the 
girdle in half, turning the 
top toward the bottom. 
Step into the garment, care- 
fully putting it on to 
proper. position, Then roll 
up the top to the waist- 


line. When removing the 
garment, roll it off the 
body in reverse fashion. 

Bra: Slide the shoulder 
straps over the shoulders, 
then bend forward from 
the waist to get the proper 
fit. After the bra is on, 
give the elastic band at 
the back a downward tug 
to make the base of the 
bra lie smoothly. Hold the 
base of the bra down in 
front so it does not ride 
up. And finally make cer- 
tain the straps are even 
and high as comfort per- 
mits. - 

Skirt: When you put on 
a skirt don’t just jump 
into it and swivel your 
body into place. Do slide 
it carefully over your head 
and shoulders until the 
waistline meets yours and 
you can zip it. 

Gloves: Don’t ~ thrust 
your hand into glove and 
yank the cuff toward your 
wrist. When you put on 
gloves (and especially 
leather ones) put your fin- 
gers in first, pushing the 
glove in place. Then put 
in your thumb and gently 
pull on your glove. Inci- 
dentally, powder in a 
leather glove .-makes it 
easier to put on. 

Dress: The dress should 
be slipped over your arms 
and head simultaneously 
so that there’s no unnec- 
essary pulling and stretch- 
ing. Incidentally, if you 
drape a towel, plastic cloth 
or soft cloth over your 
head, your hair-do and 
make-up won’t be marred 
while you put on your 
dress.

Practically all you have 
to know is how to stitcha 
straight seam andXhow to 
make headings and hems. 

Standard basic measure- 
ments have been worked 
out which you can apply to 
all types of curtains. 

Measurements 
LASS curtains are made 
of sheer or lightweight 
fabrics and are hung di- 
rectly over the window 
panes. To make them, first 
measure the length of the 
space to be covered, and 
then add to this figure 
allowances for a _ casing, 
heading, bottom hem, 

seams and shrinkage. 

There are three correct 
lengths for glass curtains. 
They may hang to the sill, 
tq the lower edge of the 
apron (the wood below the 
sill), or to the floor. Tie- 
back curtains should al- 
ways hang to the apron 
or to the floor. Straight 
full curtains should hang 
to the sill or to the floor 
when used with draperies 
and to the window apron 
when used alone. 

Allowances 

Casing—This is the part 
of the curtain through 
which the rod is run. It 
should’ be at least 12” 
wider than the rod. If your 
rod is 1” wide, allow 112” 
for the casing ;.then double 
this amount because’ the 
finished casing is double 
thickness, and add 44” for 


the seam. <The allowance 


in this instance for the 


casing would be 31”. 
Heading—tThis is a*tuck 


‘which can be made orxtop 


of the heading if desired, 
and should always be made 
when the glass -curtains 
hang alone .without dra- 
peries.. It is made by drop- 
ping the casing down and 
running a line of stitching 
across the top of the cas- 
ing so that 1” of material 
is left at the top. The aver- 
age heading is 1” deep, and 
because it is double thick- 
ness, allow 2” of material 
for the complete heading. 

Bottom Hem — Since 


lightweight fabrics are 


used for glass curtains, it 
is preferable to fold the 
bottom hem over twice so 
that the’curtains will hang 
well. A 2” hem is standard, 
and double this amount for 


the extra turnover makes: 


an allowance of 4”. ; 

Shrinkage—If your ma- 
terial is not preshrunk, 
allow an extra _ inch. of 
fabric for each yard used. 
This extra material can be 
taken up in a tuck basted 
near the casing. 

Width — Measure the 
width of the window from 
jamb to jamb. Sheer cur- 
tains should be two to two 


and one-half times this 
width. For somewhat 
heavier fabrics, one and 


one-half to two times this 
width is sufficient.
